HONG KONG, June 27 (R). — 
Vietnamese forces have wiped 
out two Cambodian army batta- 
lions and inflicted major losses 
on other large troop units du- 
ring a week of border battles 
inside Vietnam, Hanoi reported 
today. 

The Vietnam News Agency 
(VNA) gave no overall casualty 
toll but said nearly 160 Cam- 
bodian soldiers died in just two 
of the clashes. 

It reported that one Cambo- 
dian regiment and two other 
battalions were badly mauled 
during the fighting in four Vie- 
tnamese border provinces bet- 
ween June 16 and 23. 

It was the first time in seve- 
ral weeks that Vietnam has 
reported major battles in its 
border conflict with Cambodia, 
which began late last year. 

The Hanoi agency said a Cam- 
bodian regiment moved into An 
Giang province on June 16 but 
was intercepted by local armed 
forces #ho killed or wounded 
35 of the invaders and captured 
others. 

In Tay Ninh province, accor- 
ding to VNA, the Vietnamese 
wiped out one Cambodian bat- 
talion, Inflicted serious losses 
on two others and “captured a 
lot of arms and munitions.” 

At the same time Vietnamese 
troops destroyed a Cambodian 
battalion in the Ben Cau dis- 
trict, taking many prisoners and 
seizing 52 “assorted guns,” the 
agency said. 

It reported that nearly 160 
Cambodian soldiers were killed 
in two battles on June 20 and 
23 in the Chau Thanh district.

GENEVA June 27. (R). — Arab 
states, deserted by former Afr- 
ican and Latin American allies, 
today failed to push through a 
resolution, renewing condemna- 
tion of Israel at the Internatio- 
nal Labour Organisation (ILO) 
annual conference here. 

The motion was lost for lack 
of a quorum as delegates from 
some 30 African and Latin Am- 
erican countries either absented 
themselves from the hall or 
joined Western representatives 
in abstaining when the vote was 
taken. 

Western speakers had previo- 
usly condemned the Arab mo- 
ve, sponsored by Syria and Li- 
bya, as harmful, divisive; lega- 
lly inappropriate and aimed at 
“verbally eliminating” the sta- 
te of Israel, and they urged its 
rejection. 

The Arab motion called for 
further implementation of a re- 
solution passed by the ILO’s 
1974 conference condemning Is- 
rael for discriminating against 
Arab workers in territories It 
occupies and denying them tra- 
de union freedoms. 

Voting on the motion before 
today’s session of the confer- 
ence, attended by representati- 
ves of governments, trade un- 
ions and employers’ associa- 
tions, was 21 1 for and none 
against with 139 abstentions. 
More than 100 delegates were 
absent from the hall when the 
vote was taken. 

The motion felted to pass be- 
cause under ILO conference ru- 
les a vote is invalid it tbe num- 
ber of ballots cast for and ag- 
ainst it is less than half the 
□umber of delegates entitled to 
vote. 

Syrian delegate Dia Allah AI 
Fattal described the vote as 
a “farce” and said delegates 
who absented themselves had 
shirked their moral obligations. 

Libyan delegate Abdelhafiz 
Derbi said after the vote that 
the resolution had been subject 
to manoeuvres in the corridors 
and various attacks.” 

The draft resolution called on

— The men who overthrew South Yemeni Presid- 
ent Salem Robaye* Ali, who was executed yesterday after hours of fighting 
in this capital city, said today they acted because he wanted to usurp 
all power. 

Aden was calm again this 
morning after the dramatic ev- 
ents culminating in president 


Robaye' Ali’s death by firing 
squad. 

The official newspaper Octo- 
ber 14 said Mr. Robaye' aE and 
two of his supporters were exe- 
cuted after a trial before a 
specially constituted court. 

The paper said they had de- 
viated from legality and tried 
to replace the country’s collec- 
tive leadership. 

The statement said Mr. Ro- 
baye’ Ali had “wished to set 
himself up in place of the col- 
lective leadership of the revo- 
lution, party and government." 

The paper added : 

“The revolution will continue 
its march towards a brighter 
tomorrow ... and for the victory 
of the revolution and its ideo- 
logical and class aims." 

Officiate denied foreign re- 
ports that fighting was conti- 
nuing in and around the ca- 
pital. 

They said all roads had been 
reopened after being blocked 
during the fighting. 

Aden Radio resumed normal 
programmes this morning. 

In announcing the executions 
last night, it said two cabinet 
ministers had been executed 
along with Mr. Robaye* AIL 

Earlier. Soviet-backed milit- 
ants of South Yemen’s ruling 
National Front flushed out sup- 
porters of the slain president 
in mop-up operations that shook 
Aden with pre-dawn explosions 
and machine gun fire. 

Arab diplomats In Beirut in 
radio contact with their embas- 
sies in Aden said the staccato 
of machine guns and heavy 
thuds of explosions rocked the 
South Yemeni capital well after 
midnight. 

The diplomats said the resis- 
tance faded, however, as pro- 
Moscow Marxists consolidated 
their grip on the Red Sea repu- 
blic that controls a vital oil 
shipping route to the West.

Ghashmi, the Middle East 
News Agency reported. 

The meeting, at the requ- 
est of North Yemen which 
charges its marxist neigh- 
bour South Yemen of mas- 
terminding AI Ghashxnf’s as- 
sassination, will be held at 
the league’s headquarters in 
Cairo. 

The agency said the lea- 
gue had Informed Arab go- 
vernments of the date of tbe 
meeting and asked them to 
communicate names of their 
representatives, indicating 
that there was no agreement 
yet on the level of Arab de- 
legations. 

The league council usual- 
ly meets on the ambassado- 
rial level but foreign minis- 
ters attend when vital ques- 
tions are to be discussed. 


The government of North Ye- 
men said an emissary from Mr.

When the envoy opened his 
case to deliver the letter in 
Mr. Ghashmi’s office, the case 
exploded, killing both the pre- 
sident and the envoy, a San'a 
statement said.

Messages of support were 
received by the leadership from 
the police, army, party units 
and other organisations throu- 
ghout the country, officials 
said. 

Interior Minister Saleh Mos- 
leh, who was yesterday report- 
ed to have been killed in the 
fighting, addressed police offi- 
cers In the capital today. 

Aden Radio said he stressed 
that military, para-military and 
police units in the country must 
maintain their national conscio- 
usness and reject tribal and 
clan loyalties.

MOSCOW, June 27 (R). — So- 
viet authorities today released 
a UJS. businessman from a KGB 
security police jail but In an 
unprecedented move ordered 
two American reporters to an- 
swer slander charges. 

Francis Jay Crawford, held 
for the past two weeks on cha- 
rges of illegal currency dealing, 
was driven from Lefortovo pri- 
son and released at the In- 
tourzst Hotel in the second part 
of a deal which involved the 
temporary release of two alle- 
ged Soviet spies in the United 
States. 

But while the three-prisoner 
agreement was apparently aim- 
ed at cooling the tension bet- 
ween the superpowers, the ac- 
tion against Craig Whitney of 
the New York Times and Ha- 
rold Piper of the Baltimore Sun 
added a new complication. 

The two Moscow-based cor- 
respondents were summoned to 
appear at a city court tomorrow 
to answer an accusation of sla- 
nder laid by the state television 
and radio organisation. - 

Both newsmen, the first We- 
stern reporters in memory to 
be subject to court proceedings 
here, said officials had refused 
to tell them what the case re- 
ferred to, although they believ- 
ed It could be connected with 
a trip they made together last 
month to the Caucasus. 

Mr. Crawford, 37-year-old 
Moscow representative of the 
International Harvester Compa- 
ny, was released into the per- 
sonal custody of US. Ambassa- 
dor Malcolm Toon almost a 
day after the two Russians we- 
re handed over to the Soviet 
ambassdor in Washington. 

■ Under the deal the released 
prisoners must remain within 
the jurisdiction of the courts 


and are still subject to criminal 
proceedings. 

Mr. Crawford who was drag- 
ged from his car by police in 
central Moscow on June 12, 
was taken by the KGB to the 
central Moscow hotel although 
U.S. officials drove to Lefortovo 
to pick him up. 

‘Tm all right, Tm fine, no 
problem,** he told waiting rep- 
orters as he entered the lift to 
go to his hotel room. 

UJS. officials regarded the ar- 
rest of Mr. Crawford as reta- 
liation for the prosecution of 
the two Russian employees of 
the United Nations Rudolf Che- 
mayev and ValcEk Enger. The 
two are accused of trying to 
buy American submarine war- 
fare secrets. 

The action against Mr. Craw- 
ford and today’s court summon- 
ses are seen in Moscow as refle- 
cting a new tough policy by 
the Soviet authorities towards 
Moscow-based Americans. 

There was discussion among 
colleagues of the two report- 
ers that the dander accusation, 
although made by a state orga- 
nisation rather than the public 
prosecutor, could herald a form 
of indirect censorship. 

Formal censorship of foreign 
correspondents’ desptaches was 
abolished in 1961 but reporters 
c ome under frequent harrass- 
ment in covering dissdent and 
other stories. 

Whitney and Piper both fifed 
stories from Tbilisi, capital of 
the Caucasian republic of Geor- 
gia, on the sentencing there of 
two members of the dissident 
Helsinki human rights group. 

The two reporters believed 
the charge could refer to sto- 
ries they sent quoting the wife 
on rate of the defendants, wri- 
ter Zviad Gamsakhutdia, as 


saying the KGB had faked a 
television confession made by 
her husband. 

In the^ last action against a 
Western correspondent, the Mo- 
scow representative of the Los 
Angeles Tunes was interrogat- 
ed last June by the KGB. 

Robert Toth was alleged to 
have received state secrets in 
his contacts with dissidents and 
was allowed to leave the coun- 
try without prosecution althou- 
gh the official press alleged la- 
ter that he had been working 
for the U.S. Central Intelligen- 
ce Agency (CIA). 

The Soviet press accused New 
York Times correspondent 
Chris Wren, who left Moscow 
last year, of working for the 
CIA.

The political 
situation within Israel itself is rather messy these 
days, and one hears daily reports that the country is 
undergoing a cabinet crisis unmatched in its brief 
history. Mr. Begin, and the entire Israeli leadership, is 
under increasing pressure from all sides to come out 
with a more conciliatory posture in the negotiations 
with the Egyptians. The intransigence of Israel that 
was first projected in the feeble response to the Sadat 
initiative has now been repeated in the evasive Israeli 
reply to the two American questions on the future of 
the occupied West Bank and Gaza, As the peace- 
seeking process has gradually narrowed down over 
the past 30 years to the status of the Palestinian 
people and the Palestinian regions of the West Bank 
and Gaza, so has the corresponding Israeli inability 
to come to grips with this Palestinian reality become 
greater and more obvious. 

Now we reach the dramatic- point where President 
Sadat comes up with his own peace plan - - to revert 
the West Bank and Gaza to temporary Jordanian and 
Egyptian rule - - thereby taking away the single most 
compelling argument that Israel had used to stall the 
peace process : that it would not deal with the PLO 
because the PLO wants to destroy Israel, to use 
Israel’s wording. In other words, the Israelis are 
becoming more cornered, and very much by their own 
unimaginative obstinacy. 

There are two classic Israeli tactics when 
cornered : stall for time, or attack. Both those options 
are possible today, and we wonder whether Mr. i 
Begin’s health problems are not simply a new variety 
of the old stalling game?

The newspa- 
per puts the blame cm the League of Arab Nations for failing, 
till now, to stop And) disputes in the two Yemens as well as In 
other Arab countries. 

On its part AL DUSTOUR pays tribute to what it calls the 
healthy cooperation and the constructive open policy which se- 
rves the best interests of Jordan as witnessed on Monday betw- 
een. the government and the National Consultative Council 
(NOQ the Cabinet members reported to die council on 
their mbfetries’ activities and accomplishments. Prime Minister 
Mudar Badnm had already made a statement to the NCC cm the 
government's domestic policy and the minister's statements 
were in conclusion to the government’s presentation of its dom- 
estic policy. 

. These statements by the prime minister and cabinet mem- 
bers on agriculture, education, supply, Awqaf and others, mean 
that our progress in development and construction taken 
big strides and that we still have a long way to go. This, the 
paper adds, is a natural thing because progress, by nature, is 
liable to continuous change.

Issam Ajlouni returns 
from Geneva ILO meet

Amman. June 23 (JT)— Alia, the: 
state-owaed national airline last 
year achieved a big increase in 
operating profits of over 278 per 
cent to JD 1,761,466 compared 
with JD 464.993 in 1976. How- 
ever, high interest payments on 
the Boeing 747 "Jumbos' - intro- 
duced into service in 1977 saw 
actual net profits cut back to JD 
222.767. a 22.2 per cent increase 
over 1976. 

The purchase of the two Boeing 
747-200 SL aircraft, spares and 
equipment was financed by loans 
totalling $85 millionfrom a con- 
sortium of eleven banks including 
the EXIM Bank and tfie Boeing 
Company. 

Alia is committed to capital 
loan repayments^ over the next 
nine years totalling JD 
27,104,876. The - next few years 
see the highest repayment com- 
mitments: Over JD 4 million this 
year: JD 3.8 million in 1979.1980 
and 1981; JD 3.7 million in 1982 
and JD 3. ^-million in 1983. 

In the mid 1980’s Alia's repay- 
ment commitments on existing 
Joans drops to under JD 3 million ' 
and in 1987 the company is com- 
mitted to only JD 1.1 million. 
However by that time the com- 
pany will probably have had to 
borrow again to replay- some 
existing equipment and jfurther 
expand its fleet. 

Ttae corporation’s paper profits 
would be considerably higher 
were it not for its policy of rec- 
ognising all expenses when 
incurred with no expenses being 
capitalised or deferred. This is 
particularly true of 1977 with the 
high cost of establishing the first 
Middle East-USA route by an 
Arab carrier. 

Inflation within Jordan and the 
necessary increase in staff salaries 
also reduced AJia’s profitability. 


Unit costs rose by 15 per cent in 
1977 while revenue yield 

increased by only 6.4 per cent. 
Revenue per employee dropped 
by 4.6 per cent from JD 1 1 .599 in 
1976 to JD 11,070. The total 
number of employees increased 
by 29 per cent to 2.798. 

During 1977, Alia earned an 
operating revenue of JD 29.3 mil- 
lion, an increase of 23.1 per cent 
over 1976; operating expenditure 
was JD 27.5 million giving an 
operating profit of JD 1.76 mil- 
lion. 

The highest increase came in 
cargo traffic which registered a 
62.7 per cent increase in 1977. 

In the corporation’s annual 
report, released here this week. 
Chairman Ali Ghandour com- 
pares the growth in Alia's pas- 
*senger traffic of 21 per cent, “in 
line with the growth of the 
Europe-Middle East region col- 
lectively", with the ten per cent 
'growth average of all Inter- 
national Air Transport Associ- 
ation (IATA) carriers. 

Mr. Ghandour said “The world 
economy in general affected the 
business travel and freight traffic 
of ail airlines. The recession which 
hit the industrialised countries, 
the historical swings and fluc- 
tuations of foreign currencies, the 
energy crisis and the hyper- 
inflation are some examples of our 
environments." 

• The Alia chairman obviously 
takes a dim view of President 
Jimmy Carter’s policy of 
encouraging open fares com- 
petition on the North Atlantic 
routes. "One of the important 

achievements of Alia in the field 
of revenue is a constant increase in 
revenue yield in all categories of 
-traffic in spite of the fare war 
across the Atlantic and large scale 
cut-throat price practices by 
LATA and non -LATA airlines in

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Despite desert conditions 

Fish farming is a thriving 
occupation in Jordan

Ajt/(MAN--Fisti fanning is not 
an occupation usually associated 
with desert countries, but Jordan 
has a highly creditable embryonic 
programme currently under way, 
with good prosjsects for future 
growth and advancement. 

The Jordan Times recently con- 
tacted both the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Animal Production 
Department, and the British Gov- 
grrjjaeat officials who are co- 
operating on projects and con- 
ducting feasibility studies and 
trifling programmes for local 
staff at the University of Jordan’s 
Faculty of Agriculture. 

A pilot study has already been 
carried out in the Azraq area, 
where the ministry has some 
ponds, to assess the possibility of 
osing Azraq as a standard for the 
whole country- However, it was 
found that due to the flatness of 
the surrounding land the cost of 
bnOdiiig ponds upwards, rather 
than digging down, was too high in 
terms of the monies available. 

As a result of this first study 
progr amm e, terms of reference 
trere drawn up between the Minis- 
try 0 f Agriculture, the National 
p lanning CouncQ and the British 
government agency involved. 
Engineering and biological 
aspects were considered, and this 
mouth a team of experts com- 
menced a national-wide inves- 
tigation info a major sweet-water 
fisheries plan for Jordan. 

The Jordan Times spoke to 
Dr.Mohammad Sa'id Darweesh, 
The Director of the Animal Pro- 
duction and Health Department 
of the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Mr.Suleiman Karyouti, Assistant 
Director, who explained the pre- 
sent system of fish farming being. 
earned out. - ■ - ■ 

The Fisheries Department of 
■ the ministry already runs some 
fish farms: at Azraq, Wadi Arees 
and Deesi, near Wa<fi Rum. Carp 
are the main fish reared at present 
and these are bred for sale at 10 
fils each, to any local farmer who 
wishes to set up his own fish 
sideline. 

For farmers who have a reason- 
ably reliable source of water, 
which they might be using for 
plant cultivation etc, fish farming, 

. even qn a small scale, can be a very 
lucrative pursuit, as fish is an. 
expensive food in this country. 

Farmers are able to obtain, not 
only fish, but a complete design 
service from ministry officials. 
Plans and designs axe produced 
'having regard to the individual

needs of the farmer concerned. 
The size of the land available, the 
amount of water and the number 
of fish required are all taken into 
consideration and any problems 
or queries can be brought to the 
ministry staff who do their best to 
help and advise. 

The growing number of dams in 
the country are also used for the 
stocking and breeding of fish and 
the King Talal Dam and the 
Sharhabil lbn Hasna Dam have 
both been supplied with 6,000 fish 
each by Ministry of Agriculture 
officials. The latter dam was 
stocked over two years ago and is 
now ready for fishing and the issue 
of permits has already com- 
menced. 

Eight people are involved with 
fisheries at the moment, under the 
direction of Dr. Darweesh. The 
technical staff are headed by Mr. 
Hamdan Dabaj, an agricultural 
engineer trained in Japan and one 
of the world’s experts in fish cul- 
ture and management. 

Staff are at a minimum, with 
one or two technicians at each site, 
overseeing the feeding, breeding 
and separation for sale. However, 
when the readability study Is com- ‘ 
plete and the plan has the 
approval of the government more 
staff, particularly agricultural 
engineers, will be appointed. 

The fish are fed with 40 percent, 
protein meal specially produced 
by local poultry feed man- 
ufacturers. ■ Males are separated 
from females for egg batching and 
the young are then taken to ponds 
when ready for sale. 

Much of Jordan’s present fish 
requirements are brought from 
places as far afield as Britain, 
Japan and the sultanate of Oman. 
Salt water fish have been trans- 
ported by truck from Oman to 
supply tbe government staff shop 
in downtown Amman, and any 
stocks left over axe then sold to the 
general public.

Mining company increases its capital share in

This is the third column on this vita] and 
Important issue. In the previous two columns, 
we discussed, the set-up of and die rationale 
behind the facility and the reservations that 
have been expressed and their rebuttal. In this 
column we shall go on to talk about losses and 
gains resulting from, migration. 

Investment in human capital usually takes 
tbe lion’s share in most developing countries, 
and probably in developed countries as well. 
The specific human capital investment which is 
given highest priority is education and training. 
It has been demonstrated in many serious 
studies by notable economists (like Nobel 
Prize winner Simon Kuznets) that the returns 
on education and training are very high. In the 
long (secular) run, education accounts for as 
much as 70 per cent of total growth. 

On the basis of the results of these studies, 
and taking into consideration the obvious vari- 
ations in growth rates among different coun- 
tries - - which are largely explained in terms of 
variations in educational attainment - - less- 
developed countries (LDC's) were often encour- 
aged to invest in education. 

A man sent to school is supported by both 
his guardian and by society at targe. The 
guardian pays for the student’s living and inci- 
dental expenses. Society pays the student's 
share in the fixed social capital embodied in 
the school’s buildings and equipment and the 
salary of teachers. Even if the student pays 
school and tuition fees they would not possibly 
cover these expenses. 

Both the guardian and society make this 
Investment in the student, each hoping to get 
some returns or benefits. The giiardian expects 
support in his old-age, and society expects in- 
cremental’ output and productivity which would 
be equivalent to the cost of the education 
Equally, they expect him, as an educated per- 
son, to be more productive and to generate 


certain externalities which would encourage 
other members of society to be more produc- 
tive. 

If this student decides to go to another 
country by the time he is old enough to start 
paying back, then the educating society would 
lose. This loss would be a gain for the coun- 
try of immigration. The guardian may be com- 
pensated in the form of remittances, but not the 
society. The country of emigration must make 
sure that the country of immigration shares at 
least in the gains and compensates -- even 
partially - - for the loss. 

This abstract example may conceal some 
relatively important considerations. Countries 
of emigration (exporting countries) may suffer 
from unemployment, and thus the losses incur- 
red when an educated person leaves may not 
be important. This is true, but It does not 
nullify the fact that the person has been educa- 
ted at the expense of his society, and that the 
host country is benefiting from him. If develop- 
ing countries can produce on excess of educated 
people at relatively low cost, the same could 
be said of the developed countries producing 
capital. Physical capital can also be produced 
In excess in developed countries, but this does 
not mean that they should get no return on it. 
The U.S.A. produces wheat cheaply -- and 
much more than they need - - but they do not 
give it away free. 

Compensation is therefore due even to the 
labour-exporting countries which suffer from 
high rates of unemployment. It becomes even 
more due to countries, like Jordan, which have 
to import labour to cover their needs. In this 
case, the compensation agreement is even 
stronger. 

Let us not kid ourselves, compensation for 
loss of labour is not only a moral agreement, it 
Is deeply - - rooted in the very cost/benefit ana- 
lysis - - one of the holiest sacred cows of eco- 
nomics.

Argentine players, coach Scoring spree leads Toronto to 

begin to go separate ways 


a 24-10 victory over Baltimore 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, June 27 (AP)- — Like schoolboys after the 
graduation party, Argentina’s world champion soccer players are going their 
separate ways - - some unlikely to see each other again. Meanwhile, orga- 
nisers of the 16-nation World Soccer Cup said they sold $35 million worth of 
tickets for the 38 matches, a record for a sports tournament. 


The 22 Argentine players and 
their coach, Cesar Meootti, co- 
llected the peso equivalent of 
$34,000 apiece in prize money 
from the National Football 
Federation for their 3-1 victory 
here over Holland in Sunday's 
final. 

That's far more than the pla- 
yers earn in a year minus be- 
nefits from their local Argentine 
clubs, to which they were fre- 
ed yesterday after six months 
on the national selection. 

The first to leave town was 
Norberto Alonso, one of three 
players who boycotted the te- 
am's victory celebration. Mr. 
Alonso, Ricardo Villa and Jo- 
se Valencia were apparently 
bitter after warming the be- 
nch during the tournament. 

Mr. Alonso flew to Ecuador 
to join his River Plate club for 
a weekend match in the Libera- 
tors Cup playoffs for the So- 
uth American championship. 
Teammates Ubaldo Filloi, Leo- 
polds Luque, Daniel Passarella 
and Oscar Ortiz were to join 
him later in the week. 

Mr. Luque and Daniel Ber- 
■ tonl travelled 70 kilometres 
west of Buenos Aires to give 
thanks for the World Cup at 
the statue of the Virgin of Lu- 
jan, Argentina's holiest Roman 
Catholic shrine. 

Goalie Ricardo Lavolpe went 
to the hospital to see his wife 
and day-old daughter, bom 
minutes after Argentina’s win- 


ning goal Sunday. 

Mario Kempes, the hero at 
the final and the tournament's 
leading scorer, drove to his 
parents’ hone tor a month’s 
rest before he rejoins the 
Valencia dub in Spain. 

Mr. Kempes’ two-year-old 
contract with Valencia requir- 
ed his release for the World 
Cup team, but the clause will 
not apply in 1982 when Argen- 
tina. defends its title. 

Thus it is unlikely that he 
or Mr. Bertoni, who signed 
a $715,000 no-release contract 
with tte Spanish dub Seville 
last month, will ever play 
again for the Argentine team. 

“The important thing now is 
that this group doesn’t dissolve 
and that wherever we are in 
1982 we get together again for 
the World Cup,” Mr. Luque to- 
ld reporters after Sunday’s ma- 
tch. 

But Mr. Luque himself, Mr. 
Filloi and defenders Jorge Ol- 
guin and Cesar Tarantini are 
likely to leave Argentina soon 
for wealthier foreign teams, lo- 
cal dub officials said. 

Mr. Menotti, who had to ex- 
ert pressure on Argentine clubs 
to release selected players six 
months before the World Cup, 
did not have such leverage out- 
side the country. He tried to re- 
patriate two veterans of the 
1974 World Cup team, but the- 
ir European dubs said no. 

The 39-year-old coach says 


he’s tired of soccer and wilt 
probably retire soon after four 
years as national coach. But he 
wants the organisation set up 
for the team to continue “with- 
out Menotti, without these pla- 
yers and without these direct- 
ors. "Argentina has demonstra- 
ted that working collectively, 
without individuality, you can 
be world champions,” he told 
reporters. 

Argentines celebrated the vi- 
ctory with a wave of absente- 
eism yesterday at government 
offices, schools and factories. 
President Jorge Videla broke 
his rigid work schedule twice 
to greet thousands of youngs-; 
ters shouting “Argentina cam- 
peon” outside bis office. 

His military regime spent ab- 
out $700 million .to build and 
renovate stadiums. Install co- 
lour television, improve tele- 
phone sendees and expand air- 
ports for the month-long tour- 
nament. 

Tourism officials said 21,000 
tourists came to Argentina just 
for the World Cup. about 9,000 
fewer than visited West Germ- 
any for the 1974 tou rnament. 
But the $35 million in ticket 
sales surpassed the 1974 figure 
of $23.5 million- 

The government will get 25 
per cent of the income from 
tickets, television rights and 
advertising, tea per cent goes 
to the International Federation 
of Football associations and the 
rest to the 15 other national so- 
ccer associations that took part

Oil price increases 
likely; OPEC not an

CALGARY, Alberta, June 27 (AP). Although the Organisation of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries (OPEC), most likely will impose a series of small 
oil price increases b eginning next year, the cartel should not be viewed as an 
enemy, says Sheikh Ahmed Zald Yamani. 


Saudi Arabia's oil minister, 
visiting this centre of Canadian 
energy production, told a gro- 
up of oil experts yesterday that 
the small price increases are 
necessary to dampen demand: 
and to avoid sharp boosts in 
the price of oil later that co- 
uld trigger another worldwide 
recession. 

The 1973-74 embargo by the

Bomb set to explode 
in Parisian store 
discovered by worker 


PARIS. June 27 (R). — Police 
said today that a bomb was 
discovered in the toy deport- 
ment of a Paris store yesterday 
but was defused before it went 
off. 

The police said it was set to 
explode during business hours. 

Earlier in the day a bomb 
bad exploded in the historic 
Palace of Versailles, near Paris, 
extensively damaging priceless 
paintings and furniture. 

At least three groups claimed 
responsibility for the Versail- 
les blast but police said they 
.were taking seriously only the 
claim made by the left-wing 
Breton Liberation Army. 


No one has claimed respon- 
sibility for the bomb found in 
the store, located near Notre 
Dame Cathedral. 

It was timed to explode early 
yesterday afternoon. But an 
employee heard ticking in a box 
he was stacking at the shop and 
discovered a timing device con- 
nected with explosives. 

Police investigating the Ver- 
sailles explosion said only the 
Breton separatists had the te- 
chnical knowledge and explosi- 
ves to carry out an attack like 
the one at the Palace but they 
had no definite proof of their 
involvement

VANDENBERG, California, June 27 (R). — Seesat-A. a 
satellite designed to increase scientific knowledge of the 
world's oceans, was launched here last night-

circular orbit aboard an atlas-agena rocket. 

It will sweep across 95 per cent of the world’s oceans 
every 36 hours, allowing it :a take more measurements in a 
single day than previously acquired in decades. 

Seasat’s mission is to determine if its sensors can accura- 
tely measure oceans and weather phenomena. If it works, 
other missions are planned. 

The satellite will attempt to determine good fishin g areas

BANGKOK, Thafland, June 27 (AP). — Vietnam said today 
a statement by Cambodian Vice-Premier Ieng Sary accusing 
Vietnam and the U.S* Central Intelligence Agency of trying 
to overthrow the Phnom Penh regime is “ridiculous.” 

Tung Sary and the Ministry of Information and Propaganda 
said recently Cambodian authorities has smashed the alleged 
attempt. 

The Vietnamese Communist Party newspaper Nhan Dan 
said that “only senseless leaders would make such a state- 
ment,” and that listeners “could not help laughing to hear 
such a ridiculous story." 

"However, a coup d’etat by the people in Cambodia now- 
adays would not be a surprise at all. ..because the people 
cannot tolerate long a fadst regime whose national policy 
is extermination of a race," Nhan Dan said. 

The newspaper said both Cambodia and China now have 
one goal in common - - to ten up rational hatred against 
Vietnam by demanding Vietnam stop acts it never has com- 
mited. These, Nhan Dan said; were alleged Vietnamese agg- 
ression against Cambodia and persecution of ethnic Chinese 
in Vietnam. 


ANKARA, June 27 (R). — 
An oil-for-wheat deal with the 
Soviet Union has given. Turkey 
its first big breakthrough, in at- 
tempts to barter with on-pro- 
ducing states. 

Details of the deal emerged 
yesterday after Turkish Premier 
Bulent Ecevit flew home from 
a four-day Soviet trip. 

The Russians agreed during 
talks to swap up to three mil- 
lion tons of oil and oil pro- 
ducts over three yean for Tur- 
kish wheat and metals. 


Turkey has been trying with- 
out success to persuade other 
oil suppliers to sign barter de- 
als. 

The reason is that it has to 
import three-quarters of its oil 
and has had great difficulty fi- 
nding enough foreign exchange 
to pay for it. 

Turkey had a massive sur- 
plus of wheat last year - - 
compared with a Russian shor- 
tage -- and expects a s imilar 
bounty this year. 

The agreement - - which will 
meet about a fifth of Turkey’s 


oil needs -- is the country’s 
first long-term agreement with 
a foreign power. 

If Turkish exports of wheat 
and minerals, including wolfram 
for use in Soviet aircraft fac- 
tories, do not cover the cost of 
the oil, then Turkey will make 
up the difference either in cash 
or other exports. 

The deal is set out in a pro- 
tocol which predicts that So- 
viet-Turirisfa trade will rise by 
two to two-and-a half times by 
1981. 


DAMASCUS. Juno 27 (R). — 
Ethiopian troops have launched 
a major three-pronged attack 
on Eritrean guerrillas, the Eri- 
trean news agency reported. 

The Damascus-based agency 
said last night the new offensive 
followed the failure of Ethio- 
pia’s first attack last month. 

The agency, run by one of 
the two guerrilla organi- 
sations -- the Eritrean Libera- 
tion Front -- Revolutionary 
council (ELF-RC) -- said the 
offensive was launched from 
the south, southeast and south- 
west of Eritrea. 

Heavy fighting was taking 
place between the guerrillas 
and Ethiopian troops in the 
Adwa area, “where the Ethio- 
pian regime is military 

units supported by tanks for 
the attacks,” it said. 

“Ethiopian occupati on forces 
also moved from the Rasfairi 
sector with the aim of s urro- 
unding guerrilla forces from 
the southeast and heavy fight- 
ing is now going on between 
the two sides," it added. 

Ethiopian planes were “carry- 
ing out continuous daily raids 
on liberated Eritrean regions 
and towns,” the agency said. 

In Borm. an ELF-RC leader 
said Ethiopian planes yesterday 
bombarded two towns on the 
Adwa-Asmara road in a build 


up for a drive northwards.

Trouble in Africa unless starving millions 
are fed, says World Food Council president

The $5.5 million order was 
placed by the Egyptian hotel 
company Senephro with three 
Japanese Anns, it was announc- 
ed today. 


MANILA, Philippines, June 
27 (AP). — Hunger and poverty 
have opened Africa to Cuban 
adventurism and more explo- 
sive trouble spots are likely un- 
less Africa’s starving millions 
are well fed. Agriculture Minis- 
ter Arturo Tanco Jr. said yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Tanco spoke to report- 
ers at the airport following his 
return from the recently con- 
cluded World Food Council 
meeting in Mexico City. He is 
.current president of the 36- 
nation council, the United Na- 
tions’ highest policy-making bo- 
dy on world food matters. 

“Africa is where the food pr- 
oblem has been growing to the 
point where; if we don't do 
anything, it will lead- to explo- 
sive trouble spots affecting the 
whole world, with all this pro- 
blem of adventurism, with 
Cuba apparently sending tro- 
ops to Africa and arguing with 
(U.S. President) Carter about 
it,” Mr. Tanco said. 

“At the root of this prob- 
lem is the fact that you have 
a hungry and poor African 


continent," Mr. Tanco added. 
"... Unless we can get them 
well fed and with enough in- 
come; there are going to be 
tribal wars and troubles and 
the adventurism nowadays." 

Feeding the millions of hun- 
gry Africans now will not be it- 
self end the fighting, Mr. Tan- 
co said, "but if they are eco- 
nomically secure they won’t be 
attracted to any kind of ad- 
venturism.” 

Food production growth ra- 
tes are lowest in Africa whe- 
re, Mr. Tanco said, the ave- 
rage annual growth rate has 
been 1.3 per cent during the 
past seven years compared 
with the average two per 
cent of food-deficit countries 
and the average annual growth 
rate of four per cent for the 
entire developing world. 

The council now is’ focusing 
its attention on Africa, Mr. 
Tanco said. "We've got to get 
African countries to prepare 
food plans rapidly, and the 
World Bank, the African Deve- 
lopment Bank and the rich co- 
untries to finance them." 


Developed countries at the 
June 12-16 meeting pledged to 
increase food aid, with France 
pledging to increase aid by 25 
per cent and West Germany by 
17 per cent, Mr. Tanco said. 

The Filipino minister, who 
was elected to head the coun- 
cil for two years at its meet- 
ing in Manila last year, said 
he plans to visit Nigeria In 
September to help the govern- 
ment complete a Nigerian food 
production development progr- 
amme that “will solve 20 per 
cent of Africa’s food problems." 

Another country with plenty 
of promise is the Sudan which, 
if developed, could feed half of 
Africa. The Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
Mr. Tanco added, is also in- 
terested in developing the Sud- 
an as a breadbasket. 

The Sahara r emain* a critical 
area but Mr. Tanco said the 
situation there is now under co- 
ntrol following the council's 
success in establishing an em- 
ergency grain reserve. 

Pledges to the reserve re- 
ached only a level of 82,000 


metric tons in previous years. 
Last year, ho w ever , the reserve 
went up to 421,000 tons, a 
little short of the 500,000-ton 
target, and Mr. Tanco said he 
will ask the UJN. General As- 
sembly to keep the emergency 
grain reserve at this level 
permanently. 

He described the meeting- as 
a “qualified success”, noting 
that some delegates criticised 
the proceedings as a "waste of 
time quibbling over words.” 
Generally, however, Mr. Tanco 
said developed countries ex- 
pressed “unqualified support” 
for development assistance to 
food deficit countries. 

France also proposed a $1 
billion fund for food pnxhic- 
tion. Mr. Tanco said die idea 
envisions establishing the fund 
with money that otherwise 
would go into arms production. 

Mr. Tanco said he met with 
U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim recently and convey- 
ed to him “the strong feeling 
of the council that whatever 
amount saved through disarm- 
ament should go to food pro- 
duction.”

Britain’s successful fight against 

be nearing a turnabout

Britain's achievement in drastically slowing the rate of infla- 
tion has been held np as an example to the world, but there 
are signs that the pendulum is beginning to swing the other 
way.

‘LONDON,(F.T.)— Inflation has 
again become a major preoc- 
cupation of the public, economists 
and governments throughout the 
world. AlthougG the rate of 
increase in prices is now much 
lower than it was during the runa- 
way period of 1974-25, there are 
signs both that the improving 
trend is coming to an end in many 
countries and that an acceleration 
may be beginning. 

The outlook has recently been 
summed up in the vivid comment 
by Mr. Gordon Richardson, the 
Governor of the Bank of England, 
that inflation is alion in the path of 
economic recovery. In a speech to 
international bankers, Mr 
Richardson described inflation 



and the fear of its resurgence as a' 
powerful constraint on both public 
and private confidence and expan- 
siveness and as the single most 
important reason for the 
economic malaise of recent years. 

This applies no less to the UJC.

'Richardson pointed out, the 
annual rate of price inflation is 
down to less than one-third of its 
“appalling peak"— at less than 
eight per cent against 27 per cent

Mr. Richardson's caution might 
appear to lie somewhat uneasily 
alongside the euphoria of minis- 
ters about the achievement in the 
early spring of a angle figure 12 
month rate of increase in retail 
prices for the first time in. five 
years.
